New Delhi, the 27th December 1958 
G . S . R . 5 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 191 - B of the Central 
Excise Rules, 1944, as in force in India and as applied to the State of Pondicherry 
the Central Government hereby permits , for the purpose of export outside Indi. 
or the State of Pondicherry , the manufacture in bond of the articles specife 
in column 2 of the Table hereto annexed , from the excisable goods specified it 
column 3 thereof, subject to the following conditions, namely 
( 1) The manufacture of such articles shall apply for registration in sucı 

form as the Collector may prescribe, stating in particular 
( a ) the description of every excisable goods which is to be used in ton 

nection with the manufacture in bond ; 
( b ) every process of manuiacture in bond desired to be carried on ; and 
( c) the description of the premises to be used for manufacture of such 

articles .
